Hie father was one of the founders of the 
Boston Hecorder, the first tirmiy estab- 
lished religious newspaper in the coun- 
try. Nathaniel the third (both father | 
and grandfather bore the same name 


the Boston Latin school and the Phillips 
academy at Andover, and went thence 
to Yale college, where he graduated at 
the age of twenty. During bis college 
life he followed the fashion of the day 
and wrote verses for newspapers and 
magazines, college efe., many 
of whieh were of more than ordinary eX- 
cellence. The success whieh brought 
him into literary life was getting a prize 
of $60 offered by the publishers of the 
Albwm, an illustratedannual. Soodnafter 
leaving college, Mr. Willis was em- 
joyed by G. S. Goodrich ‘the well 
nown “‘ Peter Parley to edit certain 
volumes published under the title of The 
Legendary,’’ and also to havesupervision 
of the Joken. About 1825 be started the 
American Monthly Mayazine, which he 
conducted for two years, and then 
merged # in the New York Mirror,a 
weekly literary journal, established 
1823 by George P. Morris and Samuel 
Woodworth, the author of “The Old 
Oaken Bucket.’’ Mr. Willis soon after 
went to Europe, where he wrote ‘ Pen- 
cillings by the Way’’ for his perper—a 
series of pieasant sketches that were very 

ypular at the time. Paris our min- 

ster, William C. Rives, gave Mr. Willis 

a place iv his diplomatic family, and he 
was thus evabled to secure the entree to 
the highest society of all the cities he 


cumstance that was seldom forgotten in 
his letters. He traveled considerably ip 
France, Italy, Greece and Turkey, and 
returned to England, where he married 
(in 1835) Mary Leighton Stace, daughter 
of Cemmissary Gen. Stace, in com- 
mand of the royal arsenal, at Woolwich. 
In the same year he published in book 
form his pencillings by the way, aud the 
English critics—following their natura! 
inclimatiens—cut him up as severely as 
they ecould, accusing him o too 
much freedom in personal sketclies, 
and other offenses so quickly seen in the 
writings of Americans. Among other 
free speakings, he said something of the 
novels of Cawt. Marryatt which stirred 
the wrath of that redoultable navigator, 
and Mr. Willis felt ealled upon to chal- 
lenge the bold Briton. ‘There was a hos- 
tile meeting at Chatham, but no blood 
was spilt. About this time he published 
in London Inklings of Adventure, and 
some other volumes, both there and 
here, which proved popular and lucra- 
tive. In 1837 he returned and purchased 
a retreat on the Su-quehanua river, near 
Oswego, N. Y., which he ebristened, 
Gien Mary, ‘after his wife), and from 
which he sent to the printers now anda 
then some pleasant etere. But his 
hobby was agriculture, in whieh he did 
aa all literary farmers do--waste money, 
and was compelled to return to legifi- 
mate oecupatious. It was at Glen Mary 
that his daughter Imogene was born. 
In 1839, in company with Wm. T. Por- 
ter, he started a very handsome and 
(during ite brief life) brilliantly written 


weekly paper named the Corsair. Dur- 
ing that or the next year he went 
again to England, where (accord- 


ing to Griewold) he engaged Thackeray, 
who wae comparatively unknown, to 
write for his paper. About this time Mr. 
Willis published in England ‘* Letiers 
from under a Bridye,’’ written whiie he 
lived at Glen Mary; “ Loiterings of 
Travel,’’ a variety of short stories, and 
two dramas: Tortesa the’ U-urer,’’ 
and “ Bianca Visconti,’’ which he pre- 
sented in one cover, ariel called by the 
unpoetic title of *‘* Two W ays of Dying 
fora Husband.” During these yeara te 
had accumulated a great number: of 

ma, which he now revised and issued 
in & single volume. He also wrote the 


letter-preses for a serics of V iews in the 
United States and Cangda,”’ published 
by Bartlett. On his return to New 


York he found the Corsair cast away on 
the reefs of bankruptcy, and, with for- 
tunate instinct, re-established business 
with bis former partner and true friend, 
Gen. Morris. “The product was a neat 
daily, catled the Avening Mirror. Here 
he worked with unflagging zeal, but the 
exactions of the position were more 
than he could endure, and the death 
of his wife, which happened soon 
after, quite overcame him, = and 
he returned to Europe, where, in 
England and Germany, he was for along 
time an invalid, suffering particulariy 
from brain fever. Lie was affectionately 
eomforted by his former literary partner, 

Tlieodore 8. Fay, and by Henry Whea- 
ton, our minister to Prussia, who at- 
tached him to his legation. His health, 

however, was poor at the best, and he 
soon returned with his daughte r to this 
country. While abroad he published in 
Loudon “ Dashes at Life with a Free 
Pencil.” Ir 1545, in New. York, he puo- 
lished the first collected edition of his 
works in ope large volume: and during 
that year he married Cornelia, : the only 
Dadaiter of Hon. Joseph Grinnell, of 
New Bedford, Mase.,) by whom ne had a 
son and two daughters. Soon after his 
marriage he and Gen. Morris established 
the well-known weekly, the /fome 
Journal, which still flourishes, and upon 
which devolves the sad duty of present- 


ing more in detail and with more per- 
sonal knowledge the biography of its 
oldest and most brilliant writer. We 


have only to say that not leng after his 
second marriage he selected for his home 
the pleasant Idiewi'ld, where his latest 
labors and his death have made the place 
memorable.
